With Brisbane City losing to 
South Melbourne and ey 
City getting hammered by Hei- 
delberg at Wentworth Park, 
the title was safely tucked 
away by Marconi. 

The champions, however, 
failed to impress. For most of 
the first half, without the gen- 
eral, Roberto Vieri, Marconi 
strode aimlessly about the 
park in search of a goal. With 
Billy Palmer following Peter 
Sharne everywhere, and Bell 
covering the league's top 
marksman, Mark Jankovic, 
Marconi ran into stiff opposi- 
tion. 

To make matters worse for 
Marconi, Dave McIntosh made 
Sure that Eddie Krncevic 
didn’t make an impression in 
the Olympic’s box and the 
game developed into a dour 
struggle with neither team 
able to break and score. 

Sharne managed to break 
away from Palmer for an in- 
Stant in the first half. It was in 
the 20th minute. With Sharne 
racing into the area with the 
ball at his feet, Palmer madea 
late tackle on the Marconi 
winger and the referee, Mr 
Beizleigh, awarded Marconi a 
penalty. 

Byrne converted to put his 
team 1-0 up. 

Andy Scott almost surprised 
Alan Maher with a gliding 
header in the 32nd minute and 
Peter Brogan almost scored 
from 40 metres with a chip 
that finished over the head of 
Meier and just past the up- 
‘right. 

With minutes ticking away 
in. the first half, Mark Janko- 
vic made a fine break on the 
right before crossing. to Ken 
Lindsay at the far post. It 
looked a fairly simple oppor- 
tunity, but instead of trapping 
the ball. Lindsay headed 
Straight into the path of a wait- 
ing defender. 

Richie Bell rose above Mar- 
coni’s defence in the last 
minute of the first period to 
head just above the crossbar, 

Eaton came on for Jamieson 
in the 46th minute to add thrust 
to Olympic’s forward line but 
to no avail. Marconi's defence 
was in fine form and stopped 
everything that Olympic deliy- 
ered. 

The Olympic forward line 
has a lot of thrust, but I think 
that in this game as in most 
previous games, the forwards 
Weren't served properly. 

Had that happened, Jen- 
nings, Eaton and Scott could 
have scored more often 

Jankovic latched onto a fine 
cross by Prskalo to head just 
over the bar, then Degney shot 
Straight at Meier when most 
felt he had a fairly simple op- 
portunity. 

With Marconi failing to con- 
vert its chances, Olympic 
almost snatched an equaliser.

NEHODA—MASNY 
COMBO POWERS 
CZECHOSLOVAKIA 


The greatest weapon of the Czechosfovakian national 
team, which will tour Australia during the summer, is 


captain and striker Zdenek Nehoda. 


Nehoda, of army club Dukla 
Prague, has an incredible 
understanding in the national 
team with winger Marian 
Masny. 

So impressive is their 
reputation in Europe, that the 
Czech pair is compared in 
strength with explosive Italian 
duo Paolo Rossi and Robert 
Bettaga. 

Czech national manager 
Josef Venglos, the former 
national coach of Australia, is 
banking on Nehoda to produce 
something special when 
Czechoslovakia defends its 
European championship 
crown in Italy next year. 

Nehoda is an enigma 
amongst professional soccer 
players. He’s studying to be a 
lawyer at the University of 
Prague 

He's not so strongly built 
that he can crush his way 
threough tackles. He prefers 
the more subtle approach. 
Wandering intelligently from 
one flank to another he is well 
able to empty a sound two- 
footed approach, able to lay off 
the ball to his wingers or sup- 


porting midfielders with either 
foot with equal precision. 

And as Everton and 
Stuttgart discovered in the 
UEFA Cup last season, it 
doesn’t pay to try to suffocate 
Nehoda out of a game. Faced 
with that sort of challenge he 
shields the ball and twists and 
turns to try to provoke the 
body-checks and the trips 
which then become the only 
way to hold him and thus 
present his team with a 
Stream of free kicks in 
dangerous positions. 

“Sometimes I get out on the 
left wing and stay there a 
while and the other team think 
my mind's not on the game,’’ 
he says. “They counldn’t be 
more wrong. There's only one 
thing on my mind throughout a 
match — getting the ball in the 
net. The only time I don't 
mind not scoring is when we 
win anyway.” 

It was Nehoda’s facility 
near goal which first attracted 
Dukla after he played one 
season in the first division 
with Gottwaldoy the club from 
which, years before, they had 


made one of the greatest 
captures in right half 
Svatopluk Pluskal. 

Within two years Nehoda 
was not only one of the most 
consistent marksmen in the 
league, but had made his 
international debut in the 1-1 
draw against England in 
Prague on May 27, 1973. 

The game was preparation 
for a trio of World Cup 
qualifying ties, but though 
Nehoda scored in each match 
against Denmark, and 
Scotland home and away, it 
wasn't enough and they missed 
out on the trip to West 
Germany. 


Not only was the national

back in 1966. 


It was a bleak outlook when 
the Czechs began their 1974-76

that Paraguay, which had beaten our youth players, would 
become the under 19 champion of the world. 


Gutendorf said 
Paraguay had been 
outstanding against 
Australia and Israel in 
qualifying matches for the 
worldyouth 
championships. 


The championships 
finals, completed in Japan 
last week, proved 
Gutendorf wrong. 


Paraguay did well to 
reach the quarter-finals, 
but it was far from the 
best team in the 
competition. 

Argentina won the title 
deservedly, but not only 
because of Diego Mara- 
dona the super-star but be- 
cause of Luis Cesar Men- 
otti’s leadership, and his 
selection and because of 
the all-round planning and 
expertise put in at all 
levels. 

Beaten finalist the 
Soviet Union proved that 
its junior organisation is 
among the best in the 
world as well. 

The Soviets were 
criticised by various levels 
of the media because of 
their football 


specialisation from the 
age of nine. 

These critics have 
started eating their words. 
After all, the Soviet youth 
team won the inaugural 
world championship in 
Tunisia before finishing 
second this time. 

The Argentine public 
greeted their youth team’s 
triumph with almost more 
enthusiasm than thev 
celebrated their nation’s 
World Cup victory in 
Buenos Aires last year. 

Menotti is good and 
young players like 
Maradona, Diaz, Calderon 
and Alves will soon rival 
the reputations of World 
Cup greats Passarella, 
Bertoni, Kempes and 
Tarantini. 

How did Menotti achieve 
the remarkable feat of 
winning two world titles 
within 12 months? Surely 
it’s been a case of expert 
planning and 
programming, and 
knowing what it’s ali about 
at international level. 

The Argentine players 
were in camp for five days 
a week at times. and were 


released only for their club 
games. That doesn’t 
happen in too many coun- 
tries but in Argentina, 
what Menotti says goes. 

If we thought Paraguay 
was the best in the world, 
we underestimated the 
standard of achievement 
on the international scene. 

We must adjust our 
thinking quickly.
